No. 150 -ITC(PN)/ 62 . —Attention is invited to the Public Notice No. 87-ITC(PN)/ 
61 dated the 13th July, 1961 and Public Notice No. 104-ITC(PN)/61 dated 12th 
September, 1961 on the above subject. 

2. It has been decided that the mixed hosiery not exported directly by « 
registered manufacturer but through the agency of another exporter will also be 
taken into account for computing the manufacturer’s exports, provided the follow¬ 
ing documents are produced in addition to the proof of oxports:— 

(a) a declaration in writing from the registered-manufacturer that the 

goods described in the shipping documents, on the basis of which 
the import entitlement is being claimed, were manufactured in his 
factory; and 

(b) an undertaking from the exporter that he has not claimed and will not 

claim import entitlement under the • above Scheme or any ether 
benefit whatsoever occurred from Bueh exports. 

In such cases, the invoices should show the detailed description of the goods 
exported, the name of the manufacturer and the registered trade mark, if any.
